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■""■REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE 

1. the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the Bill* further to 
amend the Plantations Labour Act, 1951, was referred, as authorised by 
the Joint Committee, present, on its behalf, this Report of the joint com¬ 
mittee alongwith the Bill, as amended by the Joint Committee, annexed 
thereto. 

2. The Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 6th March, 1973- 

3. The motion for reference of the Bill to a joint committee of the 
Houses (Appendix I) was moved in the Rajya Sabha by Shri K. V. Raghu- 
natha Reddy (Minister of Labour and Rehabilitation), on the 9th May, 
1973, and was adopted by the House on the same day. 

4. The Lok Sabha concurred in the motion of the Rajya Sabha at its 
sitting held on the 15th May, 1973 (Appendix II). The message from the 
Lok Sabha was reported to the Rajya Sabha on the 16th May, 1973. 

5. The Report of the committee was to be presented to the Rajya 
Sabha by the first day of the 85th Session (1973) of the Rajya Sabha. The 
Committee was, however, granted extension of time, first upto the first 
day of the last week of the 88th Session (1974), then upto the first day of 
the last week of the 90th Session (1974), and again upto the first day of 
the last week of the 91st Session (1975) of the Rajya Sabha. 

6. The Committee held 33 meetings in all. (Appendix V). 

7. At its first meeting held on the 18th May, 1973, the Committee 
decided that a Press Communique be issued inviting memoranda on the 
subject matter of the Bill from various all-India-organisations of worker# 
and employers in plantations and the unions functioning in the plantation 
industry including trade unions, trade organisations and others interested 
In the subject matter of the Bill advising them to send the same to the 
Rajya Sabha Secretariat by the 9th June, 1973. 

8. At its second meeting held on the 8th June, 1973, the Committee 
felt that the time given for the submission of memoranda by the various 
organisations interested in the subject matter off the Bill was rather short, 
and, therefore, decided that the date for the submission of the memo¬ 
randa be extended upto the 30th June, 1973 and another Press Communi¬ 
que to that effect be issued. 

The Committee also decided to invite witnesses for the purpose of 
giving oral evidence on the Bill and authorised the Chairman to decide, 
after examining all the memoranda received, as to who should be invited 
for the purpose. The Chairman also requested members of the Com¬ 
mittee to suggest names of persons who might be invited to give oral 
evidence before the Committee. 

9. In order to make an on-the-spot assessment of the conditions of the 

plantation labour, the committee decided to visit the plantations located 
in different parts of the country. For this purpose, the committee 
divided itself into three groups which visited some of the plantations 
situated in the States of Kerala, Karnataka, Tamil Nadu, West Bengal, 
Assam,: and Tripura, in the months of September, October and November, 
1973. The Committee also visited the plantations situated in the State of 
Himachal Pradesh, for the sa me purpose, in June, 1974, _

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10. 123 Memoranda containing the views, comments, suggestions, 
resolutions etc., on the subject matter of the Bill from various Unions, 
Associations, Organisations, individuals and State Governments etc., were 
received by the committee (Appendix III). 

11. The Committtee heard oral evidence tendered by 59 witnesses 
(Appendix IV). 

12. The Committee decided that the verbatim record of evidence 
tendered before it should be laid on the Table of the; Houses, 

13. The Committee considered and adopted the Draft Report at its 
sitting held on Thursday the 20th February, 1975. 

14. Before dealing with the various changes made by the Committee 
in the Bill, the Committee would like to highlight certain important 
matters which have been urged by witnesses and others who submitted 
oral and written evidence before the Committee and on which recom¬ 
mendations have been made by the Committee: — 

(a) During the course of the evidence tendered before the Com¬ 
mittee, the representatives of the workers employed in the 
plantations stated that the implementation of the provisions 
contained in the Plantations Labour Act, 1951, particularly 
those which provide for the various welfare measures for the 
workers, had not been at all satisfactory. They contended 
that there had been more violations than the observance of 
those provisions. Officials of the State Governments entrust¬ 
ed with the duties of implementing the provisions of the Act 
also admitted that due to paucity of inspection staff and 
transport facilities, they had not been able to arrange for the 
inspection of the gardens under their supervision to the 
extent required. The Committee during their tours to the 
plantation areas also observed that in many gardens even 
the barest minimum facilities, such as arrangement for the 
supply of wholesome drinking water, latrines and urinals, 
provisions of qualified doctors and medicines, had not been 
provided though these amenities were required to be supplied 
by the employers under the Act. The Committee, therefore, 
would request the Central Government to take up the matter 
with the State Governments and urge upon them the im¬ 
perative necessity of taking concerted action in this regard 
by gearing up the existing implementing machinery and 
augmenting the inspecting staff, wherever required, so that 
the employers who violate these provisions of the Act and do 
not provide the workers the amenities contemplated therein 
are prosecuted and penalised. 

(b) According to the evidence tendered before the Committee, one 
of the main impediments which! stands in the way of imple¬ 
mentation of the various welfare measures provided in the 
Act is the inadequacy of the punishments which are awarded 
for the violations of the provisions of the Act. It has been 
represented that the seriousness of the offences involving 
violations of the labour laws is not appreciated and the courts 
generally take a very lenient view in dealing with such 
offences and let off the offenders, i.e., employers with the 
lighter’ punishment of fine which noi'mally does not exceed 
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rupees one hundred. The witnesses were therefore of the 
opinion that unless a minimum punishment is prescribed in 
the Act, the deterrent effect of such punishment would not 
be felt. The Committee agrees with that view and recom¬ 
mends to the Central Government that the existing provisions 
of section 36 of the Plantations Labour Act, 1951, be amended 
to the effect that for any violation of the provisions of the 
Plantations Labour Act, 1951, and the rules made thereunder, 
the management shall be punished with imprisonment which 
should not be less than three months, by a competent court 
not below the rank of a first class magistrate. The Com- 
mitttee could not carry out the above amendment in the Act 
as it was outside the purview of the present Bill. 

(c) According to the provisions contained in section 15 of the 
Plantations Labour Act, 1951, an employer is required to 
provide housing accommodation to every worker and his 
family residing in the plantations. Government also provide 
loan and subsidy for the construction of these houses. Even 
then the progress of construction of houses in the plantations 
has been very unsatisfactory and in fact the rate of cons¬ 
truction of houses has gradually declined. The position has 
not improved even by the prosecution of the employers as 
there is a lack of desire on their part to take up the responsi¬ 
bility of constructing houses. Some members of the Com¬ 
mittee are of the view that in such a situation the State 
Government should be authorised to construct the houses 
required through their Housing Boards or other agencies and 
then recover the cost involved from the employer either as 
arrears of land revenue or in suitable instalments. While 
some others suggested that a separate agency, such as a 
Housing Board, be set up by law for constructing houses for 
the plantation workers and the funds required for the pur¬ 
pose realised by the imposition of a suitable cess on the 
products of the plantations to be paid by the management. 

Clause 2 

The Committee is of the opinion that the working conditions of the 
labour employed in the plantations like cetronila grass, cardamom, are- 
canut, medicinal herbs, banana, apple, pine apple, cashew nut, olive, 
cocoa and coconut are more or less of the same nature as those of the 
plantations enumerated in the Plantations Labour Act, 1951, namely, tea, 
coffee, rubber and cinchona and, as such, the provisions of the Act should 
be made applicable to those plantations also. The Committee has there¬ 
fore added the names of the above mentioned eleven plantations in 
clause (a) of sub-section (4) of section 1 of the Act. 

At present the Act applies to plantations which admeasure 10.117 
hectares or more and in which thirty or more persons are employed or 
were employed on any day of the preceding twelve months. The Bill 
seeks to reduce the acreage to 6.5 hectares and the number of persons 
employed to twenty with a view to extend the provisions of the Act to 
a larger number of workers employed in these plantations. The Com¬ 
mittee is of the opinion that the reduction proposed in these respects is 
not sufficient and both the acreage and the number of persons employed 
should be reduced further so that a larger number of workers employed 
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in the plantations can avail of the benefits provided in the Act. The 
Committee has accordingly substituted “6.5 hectares" by “5 hectares" and 
“twenty” by “fifteen" in the Bill. 

Clause 3 

Woiker as defined in the Act inter* alia includes, a person employed 
in the plantation whose monthly wages do not exceed Rs. 300/-. The Bill 
seeks to raise this limit from Rs. 300/- to Rs. 500/-. The Committee on a 
realistic assessment feels that it would be necessary to raise the exemp¬ 
tion limit to a still higher figure so that the objective behind the amend¬ 
ment proposed may be achieved. The Committee has, therefore, 
substituted the words “rupees five hundred” by the words "rupees seven 
hundred and fifty". 

Clause 4 

The Committee is of the opinion that as the object of the proposed new 
Chapter 1A is to provide for compulsory registration of plantations, there 
is no point in providing for refusal of registration by a registering officer. 
The Committee has, therefore, substituted sub-scction (3) of new section 
3B making it obligatory on the part of the registering officer to register a 
plantation when an application for registering the plantation is received 
from an employer. 

The Committee is also of the opinion that on receipt of the particulars 
mentioned in sub-section (5) of new section 3B, the registering officer 
shall cancel the registration of the plantation, if he is satisfied that the 
plantation is no longer required to be registered under the Act and shall 
notify his order in one of the local newspapers for the information of the 
persons interested in the matter. The Committee has accordingly added 
a new sub-section (6) to the proposed section 3B- 

Substitution of sub-section (1) of new section 3C is consequential upon 
the provision made by the insertion of new sub-section (6) mentioned 
above regarding publication of the cancellation order. 

The Committee is also of the opinion that before disposing of the 
appeal against the cancellation order of the registering officer, the em¬ 
ployer, like the other parties) to the dispute, should also be given an 
opportunity of being heard in the matter. The Committee has accord¬ 
ingly added the words “the employer” in sub-section (2) of new section 3C. 

Clause 6 

The Committee is of the opinion that a creche snould also be provided 
in a plantation where the number of children of workers employed iB 
twenty or more, even though the number of women workers in the plan¬ 
tation happens to be less than fifty. The Committee has, therefore, 
substituted) the existing sub-section (1) of section 12 of the Act by a new 
sub-section and also modified the new sub-section (1A) by making a 
consequential amendment to include the above requirement also. 

Clause 8 

The Committee is of the opinion that in the case of collapse of a house, 
the question of non-payment of compensation to a worker or a member 
of his family should arise only when any occupant of that house is solely 
and directly responsible for the accident. The Committee has therefore 
amended sub-section (1) of new section 16A by providing that unless the 
collapse was solely and directly attributable to a fault on the part of the 
occupant of the house or to a natural calamity, the employer shall be 
liable to pay the compensation prescribed. 
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With a view to make the amount of compensation payable by the 
employer in the cases of collapse of house reasonable and more realistic, 
the Committee has raised the limit of compensation provided in sub' 
section (2) of new section 16A from Rs. 10,000/- to Rs. 14,000/- in the case 
of death and from Rs. 14,000/- to $s- 20,000/- in the case of injury. 

The Committee is of the opinion that in the cases of death also, the 
agent or the guardian should be entitled to, prefer an application for pay¬ 
ment of compensation and has amended clause (d) of sub-section (1) of 
new section 16C accordingly. 

The Committee feels that the time limit prescribed in the clause for 
the submission of an application for compensation arising out of a house 
qollapse should be raised from three months to six months and has 
amended sub-section (3) of the proposed section 16C accordingly. 

The Committee feel that there is no need to provide for punishment 
for making false statement in an application: for compensation for the 
collapse of a house, as provided in sub-section (4) of new section 16C, and 
has deleted the sub-section accordingly. 

Clause 9 

The Committee is of the opinion that for the extra work done in 
excess of the normal working hours, the worker should be paid at double 
the rates of ordinary wages and specific provision to that effect should 
be made in the Act The Committee is also of the opinion that no worker 
should be employed beyond nine hours on any) one day even on payment 
of extra wages. Sub-sectjon (2) of section 19 and the proviso thereto 
have been accordingly amended by the Committee. 

To remove any doubt that might otherwise arise, the Committee has 
Inserted a new sub-section (3) to section 19 of the Act wherein it has 
been provided that for any work done on any declared public holiday or 
usual weekly holiday, the worker will be entitled to double the wages 
as in the case of overtime work. 

Clause 13 

The Committee feels that non-compliance of the orders of the Court 
made under sub-section (1) of the new section 37A proposed in the Bill, 
amounting to a continuing offence, should be dealt with more stringently 
than what has been suggested in the Bill under sub-section (2) of that 
section. In the opinion of the Committee, if the Coupt imposes a fine 
without imprisonment in such a case the defaulting employer might find 
it more convenient to pay the small fine rather than spend the amount 
required for the orovision of amenities to the workers earlier ordered 
by the Court, In order to ensure effective implementation of the pro¬ 
visions of the Act, the Committee has suggested imposition of both 
imprisonment and fine in such circumstances. The amount of fine that 
can be imposed for such an offence has also been raised from one hundred 
rupees to three hundred rupees for each day’s delay in carrying out the 
orders of the Court. 

The other changes made in the Bill, are of a consequential or drafting 
nature. 

17, The Committee recommends that the Bill, as amended, be passed.

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MINUTES OF DISSENT 


The Plantations Labour Act of 1951 applies to plantations which are 
10.117 hectares or more in extent and in which thirty or more persona 
are employed. With a view to extend the benefits of the Act to a larger 
number of workers employed in plantations, the Bill seeks to reduce the 
extent to 6.5 hectares or more and the number of workers employed from 
thirty to twenty. But the Joint Committee has further reduced the 
minimum extent and the number of workers employed to five and fifteen 
respectively, which does not appear to be based on any sound and 
rational assessment of the state of affairs in plantations both in regard 
to economic viability and the welfare and well being of the workers. 
When we seek to bring small plantations also within the purview of the 
Act with a view to secure for the workers employed in such plantations 
the benefits of the various welfare measures provided in the Act, we must 
also bear in mind the economic viability of such small plantations and 
the financial capacity of such small planters to fulfil the obligations cast 
on them, particularly the obligations in regard to provision of houses, 
creches and medical facilities. A small planter must be equated with a 
small agricultural farmer and his survival must be ensured by suitable 
exemptions and concessions as otherwise he will be driven out of produc¬ 
tion. In this connection it is well to remember that plantation crops 
are very valuable foreign exchange earners and so nothing should be 
done to hamper or impede the development and expansion of plantations. 
It were better if plantations were classified as large, medium and small 
so as to equitably distribute the burden of welfare measures on the 
rule that the heaviest burden must be cast on the broadest shoulders. 
For these reasons I am of the opinion that there is no justification for the 
further reduction proposed by the Joint Committee in regard to extent 
and number of workers employed. 

Secondly, while I sincerely share the concern of the Members of the 
Joint Committee that the welfare measures provided in the Act must be 
faithfully implemented and strictly enforced, I cannot subscribe to the 
view that planters are generally exploiters or enemies of labour and that 
therefore they must be dealt with deterrently. T do not deny that there 
may be some black sheen among the large body of planters. But to 
brand the whole body of planters as exploiters and enemies of labour 
is neither true to facts nor fair. Many a planter knows that a contended 
labour is conducive to productivity and he is therefore eager to provide 
all welfare measures and amenities. Nor can I agree with the view that 
Courts are lenient towards planters and apathetic or oblivious to the 
interest of labour. Further, the nature and quantum of punishment will 
depend upon the facts of each case and so must be left to be determined 
by judicial discretion and must not. he fettered by any rigid provisions. 
Our effort must he to secure effective Implementation of the provisions 
of the Act and not to turn the planters into jail birds In this view, I 
do not agree to the provision in new section 37-A whereby a sentence of 
imprisonment is made mandatory nor can I agree to the recommendation 
that the provisions of section 36 be made more stringent so as to make 
a sentence of imprisonment of not less than three months compulsory. 
Such a provision will be draconian, 
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Lastly, I do not agree to the inclusion of coconut gardens and apple 
and pine apple orchards as also banana within the scope of “plantations”, 
as they wndely differ from other plantations both in regard to the nature 
of work involved and the number of workers employed. 


C. D. NATARAJAN. 
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Though the Bill as reported by the Joint Committee modifies the 
proposals in the original, the Plantations Labour (Amendment) Bill, 1973, 
it still falls short of requirement and will not make much headway in 
meeting the expectations of the plantation workers. 

2. We feel that by bringing down the acreage limit to 5 Hectares some 
more plantations may be covered. However, large number of planta¬ 
tions particularly in South will remain uncovered by the Bill. This 
would also enable some planters to further reduce the size of plantations 
to evade the implementation of the Act. We therefore propose that 
the acreage should be further brought down to 2.5 Hectares irrespective 
of the employment in the plantations. 

3. The utter neglect in housing construction by the plantation owners 
has no comparison in the country. Despite huge loans and subsidies 
given by the Government, the planters refused to provide adequate hous¬ 
ing facilities to the workers. We therefore feel that unless drastic steps 
are taken by the Governments, the plantation workers will continue to 
be deprived of legitimate housing facilities. 

4. Moreover the Bill as reported by the Committee visualises that the 
payment of compensation In case of collapse of a house will not be made 
to a worker if the house collapses when any occupant of that house is 
solely or directly responsible for that accident. This provision would 
only give a handle to the) plantation owners to deny rightful compensa¬ 
tion to a large number of workers and we therefore feel that this parti¬ 
cular proviso clause should be deleted. 

5. With regard to the creche the condition that in a plantation there 
should be more than 20 children below 6 years of age. In this case also 
the State Governments are empowered to direct the employers if they 
find it necessary in case the children are below 20 in a plantation. 
Instead of giving this power to the State Government the Bill should 
make it obligatory on the employer to provide creche to the children of 
workers. 

0. The Report of the Committee notes the non-implementation of the 
Act by the plantation owners. However it does not suggest suitable 
steps to enforce its implementation. The State Governments give free 
rein to the plantation owners and connive at their non-implementation. 
The inspection machinery is just symbolic and is heavily loaded in 
favour of the plantation owners. 

7. It has been the sad experience of the trade union movement that 
since the enactment of the principal Act the planters nonchalantly violate 
the provisions of the law and most of such acts go unpunished at the 
hands of the State Governments who are responsible for its implemen¬ 
tation. On this score the Bill as reported by the Committee does not go 
any farther over the earlier position. 
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8. What is required is a more comprehensive Bill that would go into 
all aspects of working conditions in plantations and provide basic ameni¬ 
ties to all plantation workers. Such a Bill should also provide drastic 
punishment for non-implementation of the provisions including rigorous 
imprisonment and also provide takeover of the plantation for persistent 
non-implementation. 

9. Though some of the amendments proposed by us have been accepted 
by the Committee, we still consider the Bill as reported by the Committee 
as unsatisfactory and hence we are giving this note of dissent.

BIREN DUTTA. 
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Tile Plantations Labour Act, which is a comprehensive welfare 
legislation enacted to cover all plantations in India, imposes very heavy 
financial commitments as it extends legislation for compulsory provision 
for free housing, free medical aid, etc. and hitherto covered only larger 
establishments employing 30 workers or more and admeasuring more 
than 25 acres in extent. The provisions were particularly meant for 
plantations in corporate and private ownership employing large number 
of workers and extending to hundreds of acres. The National Commis¬ 
sion on Labour had recommended a phased extension of the Act to 
smaller holding. The present amended Bill as emerged from the Joint 
^effect Committee extends the scope of the Act to even small peasant 
holdings of plantation crops of 5 hectares and more. 

2. While endorsing the broad objectives and social policies sought to 
be served by the Plantations Labour (Amendment) Bill, 1973, I am cons¬ 
trained to add this note of dissent to the report of the Joint Committee, 
because I feel there are, in it, serious deficiencies which the Parliament 
should seek to rectify. I disagree with several provisions in the amended 
BUI which have been adopted by a majority decision of the Joint 
Committee. In no piece of legislation, particularly in a social welfare 
legislation, its economic impact on the very survival of the employing 
units and the feasibility of its administration can be totally ignored. This 
is precisely what the Joint Committee has done when it has recommended 
by a majority decision the extension of the Plantations Labour Act to all 
units of 5 hectares and more and application of all the provisions of the 
Act to all such units without regard to their size and economic viability 
tyt providing for necessary exemptions for smaller units. 

3. The provisions of the Act, if extended to smaller plantations as 
recommended, will affect thousands of tea, coffee, rubber and cardamom 
plantations in the country particularly in the Southern States and also 
other crops like cetronila grass, arecanut, medicinal herbs etc- which are 
now being covered by the amending Bill. The Joint Committee had ex* 
tmsively toured plantation areas and had the opportunity of seeing and 
studying for themselves the locale, conditions and working of these 
plantations vis-a-vis larger plantations. It should have satisfied any 
impartial observe that smaller plantations belonged to a category of their 
own both in regard to their economic situation and pattern of their em¬ 
ployment. They are in reality only peasant cultivation and do not differ 
in any way from small farm agriculture in the rural areas. They have 
developed around village settlements and are maintained for the purpose 
of eking out a livelihood for the farmer and his immediate family with 
none of the trappings of an industrial or even agro-industrial venture. 
To penalise those units with the obligation to provide extensive housing 
and medical facilities on scales applicable to large plantations which are 
commercial, agro-industrial enterprises is not realistic and just. State’s 
serial policy of caring for the welfare of workers should have been 
balanced with the equally important objective of socio-economic protec¬ 
tion to smaller estates which are nothing but small agricultural holdings. 

J As a member of the Joint Committee, I have been at pains to point 
out the economic consequences that would flow from the extension of all 
the provisions of the Act to smaller plantations and had pleaded for ex¬ 
emption of units employing less than 30 workers from the more onerous 
provisions of the Act such as housing and medical facilities. It was, and 
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is my suggestion that medical facilities for workers employed in smaller 
plantations should be provided by the State Government by a levy of an 
appropriate cess. Even the representative of the Ministry of Commerce 
has stated in his evidence that smaller plantations might find it difficult 
to bear the additional cost of implementing welfare measures and 
suggested that the Joint Committee should go into the socio-economic 
aspects to see whether certain amount of subsidisation from the public 
exchequer would be worthwhile. Unfortunately, none of these sugges¬ 
tions and the amendments incorporating them were accepted by the 
Committee. Several trade union leaders, who appeared before the 
Committee had stated that “amenities like housing, medical aid, educa¬ 
tion, canteen facilities etc. can he provided only by estates of a sizeable 
nature as small estates cannot afford them”. They were further of the 
view that they did not want to impose these upon all and had suggested 
a distinction between smaller units and bigger units. 

5 . 1 had produced statistics to show that a plantation unit of 6.5 
hectares as proposed in the Bill produced a gross return, required for 
the sustenance of the small holder his family, far below that fetched 
by agricultural holdings growing other farm products such as rice, 
wheat, bananas etc. To require such units to comply with not only 
-modern industrial practices with regard to working conditions and social 
security benefits but also the extensive welfare measures of free housing 
and medical care is not only discriminatory but, I am afraid, will spell 
economic ruination to them. 


6- Clause 2 .-—Amendment of Section 1.—In the amendments under 
Clause 2 (amendment of Section 1) the fundamental principle of social 
legislation that the law should be capable of administration and its cost 
should not be disproportionate to the benefits obtained has been discard- 
'«3. The Joint Committee by a majority decision reduced for the exten¬ 
sion of the Act even the limits of 6 5 hectares! and 20 workers proposed 
in the Bill to 5 hectares and 15 workers, and this, in an agro-industrial 
'on'dertaking covering thousands of small units. 


7. Clause 2—Sub-section (in). —Further, the incorporation of the pro¬ 
posed Explanation of sub-section (4) of Section 1 of the Act would enlarge 
the coverage of the Act far beyond its intentions, and will bring even a 
small plot of land planted with a plantation crop within the ambit of the 
Act if It has contiguous land not so planted but is capable of being so 
planted if the total area including the unused land admeasures 5 hec¬ 
tares or more. If such lands are reckoned for coverage under the Act, 
It would place further an unbearable burden on those small units. 

8. The Joint Committee has also recommended (a) certain additional 
corps to be> brought under the definition of plantations for inclusion in 
Sub-section (4) of Sec. 1 of the Act. I am of the view that instead of 
adding arbitrarily certain crops under definition of plantations, it is far 
better to adopt the International Labour Organisation’s definition of 
plantations under Convention 110*, which is comprehens ive. 

*11,0*8 definition of Plantation (Convention no). 

''Plantation includes any agricultural undertaking regularly employing hired workers 
which is situated in the tropical and sub-tropical legions ;nd which is mainly concerned with 
the cultivation or production for commercial purposes of coffee, tea, sugarcane, rubber, 
bananas, cocoa, coconut, groundnut, cotton, tobacco fibres (jute, hemp etc.) citrus, prim oil, 
cinchona and pine apple, it dose not Inclule family or small scale holding producing for 
local consumption and not regularly employing hired workers ” 
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9. In Clause 6, thet amendment of Section 12 has sought to bring in the 
women workers employed by contractors in any one day of the preceding 
year for determining the liability for providing “creches”. The provision 
of a creche is a permanent obligation and should not depend on a passing 
necessity of having to engage a few women workers through a contractor 
for a single day or even a few days of the year. Besides, there is now a 
separate enactment, the Contract Labour (Regulation & Abolition) Act, 
1970, which regulates the provision of welfare, including creches to 
workers’ children employed by contractors. There is no necessity for 
the inclusion of workers employed by contractors for determining the 
liability of providing a creche. 

10. Clause 7—Substitution of new section for Sec. 15 —Housing Faci¬ 
lities .—Clause 2 as amended! proposes to extend the Act to all plantations 
provision relating to Housing will be beyond the financial capacity of 
such smaller, plantations employing less than 30 workers. As stated in the 
prefatory remarks to this Note, even witnesses appearing for trade unions 
have stated that there is a case for smaller plantations to be exempted 
from the provisions relating to Housing. I had suggested by an amend¬ 
ment that in the matter of Housing the existing provision in the principal 
Act should be retained, had moved an amendment which was not accept¬ 
ed by the Committtee. As stated earlier, it will be beyond the financial 
capacity of the small units of 5 hectares to implement provisions relating 
to Housing as recommended by the Committee. 

11. Further, Section 37 of the Act and the proposed new Section 37-A 
provide for deterrent punishments of both fine and imprisonment in 
cases of contravention of the Act, and provisions relating to Housing, 
particularly will lead to severe harassment of small holders. As I have 
already explained, provisions relating to Housing are beyond the financial 
capacity of the small Units, which are sought to be brought under the 
Act now, it is more practical and just for the Government itself to cons¬ 
truct houses in such cases and recover the cost from such employers In 
easy instalments. In view of this I had proposed the following amend¬ 
ment for substitution of sub-section (2) to Sec. 15 of the principal Act: 

"(2) If in any plantation housing accommodation is not provided 
as required by sub-section (1) the State Government may 
cause to be provided therein the housing accommodation at 
the rate required through the Housing Board or other 
agencies of the State Government, and recover the cost 
thereof from the empoyer in reasonable instalments as may 
be prescribed.” 

My amendment was not accepted by the Committee but it has however, 
made a recommendation on this [Recommendation (c)]. 

12. Clause 8—Insertion of new sections 16A—16G —Collapse of 
Houses —The Committtee has recommended compensation which are 
different from the compensation computed as per the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Act. It would be more realistic to adopt the compensation 
scales in the Workmen’s Compensation Act for compensation payable 
under this Clause. 
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13. Cause 9 —Amendment of Section 19 -^Working Hours .—I am in 
agreement with the amendment reducing weekly working hours, but so 
far as the period of overtime, the wages for over-time and wages for 
closed holidays etc. are concerned, it is more realistic if the implementing 
authority, i.e. the State Governments prescribe the period of over-time 
and the rates of wages for over-time work to be in conformity with’ other 
State legislations and taking into consideration the nature of employment 
in plantations. 


14. Clause 13 —Section 38 (Insertion of new Sec ■ 3TA).—I am opposed 
to the amendment effected under this clause as I feel that the punishment 
of both compulsory fine and imprisonment is tooserve for violation of a 
welfare legislation covered and any contravention of it is at beBt an 
economic offence. For economic reasons and financial incapacity, the 
employer, particularly small holder 1 may be unable to discharge the 
onerous obligations such as provisions of free housing, creches, medical 
facilities etc. In such cases there is no point in putting the employer in 
jail and collecting a fine from him for every day of default. It is more 
practical for the Government themselves to arrange to provide the 
facility and recover the cost from the employer by levying a cess and for 
this purpose t had moved an amendment which was unfortunately not 
acceptable to the Committee. 

15. The Committee has made the provisions even more stringent than 
in the Factories Act under which, in the case of the further offence the 
Court is given the discretion to punish the defaulting employer. But in 
the proposed amendment, the word used is "shall” instead of “may” with 
the result that the Court is left with no choice but to punish the employer. 
Besides, the Court can either sentence the employer to imprisonment or 
order payment of a fine under the Factories' Act, but it is provided Here 
that both imprisonment and a fine shall be Imposed. These provisions 
are too harsh and discriminatory particularly in view of the fact that the 
Bill seeks to bring in establishments of 5 hectares which are 1 in the nature 
of present holding under the scope of the Act. This amendment arrived 
at a majority decision would impose unbearable hardship and harassment 
to the small holder and T disagree with it. 


16. Further, the Committee in its recommendation [Recommendation 
(b)1 arrived at a majority decision has suggested an amendment to the 
principal Act for extending punishment to compulsory imprisonment for 
a period extending to not less than 3 months by a competent court not 
belbw the rank of a First Class Magistrate, I feel that this recommenda¬ 
tion is draconian and discriminatory in view of what I have exp a n 
earlier and I am totally opposed to this recommendation.

BILL 

further to amend the Plantations Labour Act, 1951. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Plantations Labour (Amendment) 
Act, 1975. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In section 1 of the Plantations Labour Act, 1951 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act),— 

(i) in sub-sections (4) and (5),— 

(a) for the figures and word “10.117 heetarea”, wherever 
they occur, the figure and word "5 hectares” shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(b) for the word “thirty”, wherever it occurs, the word 
“fifteen” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-section (4) , in clause (a), for the words “or cinchona”, 
the words “, cinchona, cetronila grass, cardamom, arecanut, medi- 
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cinal herbs, banana, apple, pine apple, cashewnut, olive, cocoa or 
coconut” shall be substituted; 

(fii) after sub-section (4), the following Explanation shall be 
inserted namely: — 

“Explanation.—Where any piece of land used for growing 
any plant referred to in clause (a) or clause (b) of thi? sub¬ 
section admeasures less than 5 hectares and is contiguous to any 

other piece of land not being so used, but capable of being so 
used, and both such pieces of land are under the management of 
the same employer, then, for the purposes of this sub-section, 
the piece of land first mentioned shall be deemed to be a planta¬ 
tion, if the total area of both such pieces of land admeasures 
5 hectares or more.”. 

3. In section 2 of the principal Act,—

3B. ( 1) Every employer of a plantation, existing at the commen¬ 
cement of the Plantations Labour (Amendment) Act, 1975 shall, within 

a period of sixty days of such commencement, and every employer of 
any other plantation coming into existence after such commencement 
shall, within a period of sixty days of the coming into existence of 
such plantation make an application to the registering office for 
the registration of such plantation: 

Provided that the registering officer may entertain any such appli¬ 
cation after the expiry of the period aforesaid if he is satisfied that the 
applicant was prevented by sufficient cause from making the appli¬ 
cation within such period. 
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(2) Every application made under sub-section (2) shall be in 
such form and shall contain such particulars and shall be accom¬ 
panied by such fees as may be prescribed.

(4) Where a plantation is registered under this section, the 
registering officer shall issue a certificate of registration to the em¬ 
ployer thereof in such form as may be prescribed. 

(5) Where, after the registration of a plantation under this sec¬ 
tion, any change occurs in the ownership or management or in the 
extent of the area or other prescribed particulars in respect of such 
plantation, the particulars regarding such change shall be intimated 
by the employer to the registering officer within thirty days of such 
change in such form as may be prescribed.
